It was better to have a 
partner because sometimes a plane 
was balky after the crowd had 
paid its money. Folks were better 
satisfied if a flying machine actu- 
ally got off the ground. 

Such was the event held at Tu- 
lare in February, 1912. Bryant 
flew the old Curtis biplane that 
DeVaux had bought in 1911. This 
machine had been built by Glenn 
Curtiss in 1909 and taken to 
\France where it won the record 
for speed at the famous air meet 
of that year. Up to that year 
there were seldom more than two 
| or three planes that could be de- 
pended upon for competition. The 
ship was returned to the United 
States and made the first long 
cross country flight —— from Al- 
bany to New York. It was pur- 
chased by Charles K. Hamilton and 
shipped to the Pacific Coast where 
he made a few flights and finally 
wrecked it. 

The resemblence of the Curtiss 
and the original Wright plane is

right to voice an opinion at these 


hearings. 

“The budget of the county su- 
perintendent’s office, however, is 
not advertised and no public hear- 
ing is held in connection with it. 
Yet for the 1953-54 year, this bud- 
get amounts to nearly a half mil- 
lion dollars.”’ 

In commenting on an item of 
more than $20,000 for travel and 
conventions in the 1953-54 budget 
of the county superintendent of 
schools, Mr. Serbian said that in 
connection with this item, the 
question might well be asked, “Is 
this trip necessary?’ 

Mr. Serbian praised school trus- 
tees generally as being sincere in- 
dividuals who spend a lot of time 
and effort in behalf of the public 
schools. He said that good teach- 
ers are worth every cent a district 
can possibly pay; that poor teach- 
ers should have no place in the 
school system. 

He said that as long as ‘the 
people’ pay the bill and educa- 
tion is compulsory, the school be- 
longs to the people. He urged 

more interest in school affairs. 

“What goes on in education is 
the concern of all citizens,” he 
said. “It costs money to support 
good schools, but money alone is 
not enough. We must also have 
citizens ‘who will make certain 
that our tax money is used for the 
best possible educational pro- 
gram.”
